The 
inscription, which is nearly 100 lines long, is of great import- 
ance for the history of Greek associations; it is published, 
with a full commentary, by Mr. M. N. Tod, in the Journal of 
Hellenic Studies for 1934, pp. 140-159, and dated about 140 
B.C. 


A STELE oF BuLUISH-GREY MARBLE, 3 ft. 11 in. high, found at 
Orchomenos in Boeotia, and engraved with a list of persons 
who had won prizes at the festivals of the Charitesia and the 
Homoloia in the early part of the 1st century B.c.

** This extremely interesting instrument, similar to the syrinx 
of the ancients and of the utmost rarity, if not unique, 
would seem to be of a date considerably earlier than that 
of the Spanish Conquest. It was given by General 
Paroissien, who obtained it in Peru as an article of great 
value, to Joshua Rawdon in 1820; from him it passed to 
his son, Canon Rawdon, and to his grandson, the present 
owner.

A well engraved glass Mogul Hookah Base, of globular form, 
with short e¢ylindrical neck, ornamented with a fluted collar 
and engraved with foliate motifs, the body wheel-engraved 
with nine vertical flowering motifs above a double border of 
dentate and fan pattern, 7 in., 17th century 


An interesting Southern Indian Painting of a Cortége, in oils 
on canvas, the procession headed by an elephant flanked by 
retainers and followed by lancers with pennons, and a rajah 
seated in a throne under an elaborate canopy, 39 i. by 254 in. 
framed, Mahratta 
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An illuminated Page from a Coptic Manuscript, 6th century, 
passe-partout, 123 in.; a Panel from a tapestry woven Coptic 
Tunic, with a rare design of figures and vases; and another

A Byzantine 16th century Triptych, with a seated figure of 
Our Lord in Majesty, flanked by figures of St. John and St. 
Mary, 11 2.; and three other interesting Byzantine Ikons 4 


A Turkish 16th century Laequer Box, inlaid with mother-o’- 
pearl on a finely gilt foliate ground, resembling designs found 
on Isnik faience, 7$7m.; and another Casket with domed 
top, also gilt with flowers and birds within borders of haliotis, 
9in., 17th century 2
